Christ cannot come to Hungary 
this year. That’s what the rul- 
ing Proletariat decrees. And in- 
stead of singing “Gloria in Ex- 
relsis Deo’s” this December 25, 
Hungarians will sanctify Decem- 
ber 21 with “Gloria in Excelsis 
Joe Stalin.” 

Everyone but Stalin and the 
subjugated Hungarian laughs at 
this crude blasphemy. Joe might 
delight in a big birthday celebra- 
tion, but when he assumes for 
himself all the honors of Christ’s 
day he disregards two thousand 
years of history. Nor was his 
advent prophesied for four thous- 
and years prior to his birth. 

Hungarians won’t be moved by 
their revised carols either. If 
their lips herald Stalin, their 
hearts love Christ. And Christ- 
mas will come in spite of Decem- 
ber 21. 

But throughout our own ‘'free” 
country at this time stalks a much 
more sinister and diabolical anti- 
Christ. He doesn't ask for hymns 
nor adoration. Surreptitiously he 
sneaks poison into the minds and 
hearts of God-loving people and 
eeks out their faith with fantasy. 
Paul Hianshard sows hate, not love 
or even ridicule, with ills scare- 
mongering misconceptions of Cath- 
olic truths. And no one is laugh- 
ing. 

Recently Francis J. Connell, C. 
SS.R. reviewed Blanshard’s 
American Freedom and Catholic 
Power and in his review he lays 
bare the “factually impregnable” 
methods of the author. Blanshard 
doesn’t indulge in total lies, but 
in misrepresentation. He organ- 
izes an impressive compendium of 
half-truths, states them dogmatic- 
ally, and polishes them off with 
sound references. All the mater- 
ial is distorted to his own de- 
signs. 

Throughout this entire volume 
of “selected data” the term Cath-

olie is vague and dubious. Some- 
times it means the Pope or the 
hierarchy, sometimes the relig- 
ious orders or the laity, some- 
times the Catholic schools and 
such organizations as the Knights 
of Columbus or the Holy Name 
Society. Sometimes Blanshard re- 
fers to a cultural and intellectual 
tradition; sometimes, to a politi- 
cal party like the Catholic "Cen- 
tris" Party of Weimar Germany. 
He never defines Catholic in its 
literal meaning — universal. Nor 
does he explain Catholicism. Ra- 
ther he criticizes its constituents. 
And a mind warped by hate 
blasts its prejudices with final- 
ity admitting of no exceptions. 
He does not even exempt such 
figures as Charles Carroll of 
Carrollton, New York’s Father 
Duffy and Gov. A1 Smith, nor 
the “father of our Navy,” John 
Barry from the charge that the 
Catholic Church menaces “Amer- 
ican” freedom. Certainly the 
22,552 dead Catholic heroes of 
World War II (not to mention 
Korea’s grave census) display 
more Americanism than Mr. 
Blanshard can define. 

Yet, because he footnotes his 
twisted and bizarre half-truths Paul 
Blanchard impresses many Ameri- 
cans as “accurate and objective in 
spirit." If an authority's name or 
a recognized title In another man’s 
bibliography satisfies us, then we 
are half-learned people. We are 
cursory readers — nibbling pedants — 
pleased with surfaces and specks 
of learning. No wonder we bite so 
eagerly at fantasy founded on a 
fiction. 

Stalin can cast off Christ in a 
decree. So can a flower be crush- 
ed, only for another to grow in 
its place. But pernicious lies 
that smack of truth and pseudo- 
learning eat into souls with a 
perennial poison “as killing as 
the canker to the rose.”

English Dominican 
Talks on Marriage

his books are. The Heart of Man, 
His Will Is Our Peace, and The 
Divine Pity.

Five Hundred 

On Wednesday evening, Decem- 
ber 5, the students welcomed 
their parents and frievds to an 
open house and demonstration. 
From 7:30 to 8:30 girls from the 
various departments showed the 
type of work that they do here at 
school. 

The language departments, 
French, German and Spanish, 
demonstrated the use of records 
in language training, and gave 
anecdotes and songs. The Hu- 
manities class gave a discussion 
on Greek culture and the History- 
department held a panel discus- 
sion on Truman’s Four Point 
Plan. 

Displays 

The Art department had a dis- 
play of the students’ work, and 
the Vocal students presented so- 
loists and a program display. 
The Philosophy departments’ 
class on Thirteenth Century gave 
papers on aspects of life at that 
time; and the Psychology stu- 
dents ran tests on color percep- 
tion and color blindness. 

On the third floor the guests 
could see how linkages are used 
as visual aids and scientific re- 
search in IMathcmatics. Office 
machines were on display in the 
Business and Economics depart- 
ment; the Home Economics stu- 
dents gave a display of sewing, 
and the English department 
demonstrated layouts for the 
yearbook and paper. 

Demonstrations 

In the Biology lab the girls 
showed techniques in blood typ- 
ing; the Chemistry department 
demonstrated hydrolysis of nylon 
and quantitative determination, 
and the Nursing department pre- 
pared insulin for diabetes and 
showed the use of a portable 
chest respirator. 

At 8:30 the Home Economics 
students served refreshments in 
their model rooms on the third 
floor. Some five hundred people 
attended the open house and saw 
the different kinds of work being 
done here at the College.

Embassy Addresses 
Student Assembly 

Mr. Norbert Coomans of the 
Belgian Embassy in Kansas City, 
discussed his native country and 
its industrialization at assembly 
period, November 2(1. iMr. Coo- 
mans explained to the students 
the rebuilding of Belgian com- 
merce and the economic standard- 
izing after the last war. 

In a private interview after the 
lecture, iMr.
